H e arose about 7 o’clock and 
was feeling unu su ally w ell. 
H e was w alk­ 
ing about his room and suddenly fell dead. 
M rs. Crook was in the room , bur she heard 
no t even a w arning exclam ation. 
G eneral C rook's death was so sudden 
th at 
bis 
friends 
and associate officers 
could scarcely realize th e tru th of the re­ 
p o n . 
T he Gerreral was apparently in the 
best of h ealth up to the tim e he retired 
last night. 
A ll day yesterday he was at 
h is desk, directing th e allairs of th e D ivis­ 
ion of the M issouri, of w hich he was Com- 
rnauder. 
Last night, w ith his wife and 
h e r sister, M rs. R eed o f O akland, M d., he 
attended a sm all local gathering at the 
hom e of a friend, and alter retu rn in g lo 
th e hotel chatted m errily w ith his ac­ 
quaintances. 
W hen he arose this m orning 
he stepped into an adjoining room to take 
h is usual gym nastic exercises. 
H ardly 
h ad he entered w hen he called quickly to 
his w.fe, and w hen she passed iu to the 
room he had fallen to the floor, an d ex­ 
pired w ithout uttering a w ord. 
Jo h n B. D rake, th e proprietor of the 
G rand Pacific H otel, m ade the follow ing 
statem ent: 
“G eneral Crook arose shortly 
before 7 o’clock, apparently in his usual 
h sa u n . and in accordance w ith his usual 
custom , began exercises w ith the w eights 
and pulleys connected w ith the apparatus 
w hich he Kept in his room . 
A fter exercis­ 
ing a few m om ents he lay dow n upon a 
lounee saying th at he felt a difficulty in 
brea'.aing." A few m om ents later he called 
ou t to his wife: 
‘Oh, M ary, M ary, I need 
h e ip ' 
I can't get m y breath.’ 
A ssistance 
was a - once sum m oned and D r. H u rlb u t 
was sent for. 
E verything th at could be 
done was done, but he failed to rally and 
died i-.t 7:15. 
I suppose his death resulted 
from au affection of th e heart. 
F o r som e 
weeks, in 
fact ever since he returned 
from his last trip to the N orthw est, he has 
be n 
om piaining of a bearing dow n sensa- 
-tion in th e neighborhood of the h eart.'' 
Maj " R andall of G eneral Crook's staff 
said: 
' I bad noticed for som e tim e that 
G eneral Crook was not in his usu al health. 
H e was a m an who never com plained, and 
said very little about his sufferings. 
At 
th e theater last nig h t I saw that he was not 
feeünc at all well, and I asked him if he 
were in pain. 
H e said ‘N o.’ 
B ut I th in k 
that was the beginning of the end.”

M .ior-General George Crook was born near 
Dayton, Ü., September 8, ISA. He entered the 
militar.'' academy at West Point, X. Y., July 1. 
1 - 1 - arid «as graduated in 18»2, and was as­ 
signed to tbe Fourth Infantry, in Ca'iforuia as 
Breve: second Lieutenant. He took par! in the 
Rogue river expedition in lSWi, and was :n com­ 
mand ot ilie Pit river expedition in ls.vr, where 
he was engaged in several actions with the In­ 
d i a n s ip one of which he was severely wounded. 
At the freaking out of the civil war he hail 
risen to the rank of Captain, when he returned 
to the East and became Colonel of the Thirty- 
six - i Ohio Infantry, United .'hues Volunteer». 
He afterward served in the West Virginia can 
urns. 
Brigade 
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pregnable stronghold, and enforced submission. 
Iu 1875 he was ordered to reduce the Sioux and 
Cheyenne Nations in the Northwest, and de­ 
feated those tribes in the battle of Powder 
river, Wyo. T. Other successes followed, among 
them the battles oí the Tongue river and the 
Rosebud, after which latter victory the savages 
massed their forces and exterminated the gal­ 
lant Custer and his devoted baud. On receiv­ 
ing reinforcements Crook struck the fndian> a 
severe blow at Slim Buttes, I)ak., and followed 
it up with such relentless vigor that by Mav. 
1877. all the hostile tribes in the Northwest had 
yielded to his arms. In the spring of 1883 bis 
memorable campaign against the Apaches was 
inaugurated. He marched over 200 miles and 
made 400 prisoners. During the two vears fol­ 
lowing he had sole charge of the Indians, and 
in that time no disturbances occurred. General 
Crcok on April, 1886, was assigned to the De­ 
partment of the Platte, with headquarters at 
Omaha. On the 6th of April, I8SS, he was made 
Major-General, on the retirement of General 
Allred H. Terry, with headquarters at Chicago. 
General Crook's last appearance before the pub­ 
lic was lately, when he advocated the removal 
of the Apache prisoners from Alabama to Fort 
Sill, Ind. T., for hum ane reasons. General 
Crook was married during the progress of the 
war to a lady belonging to one of the oldest 
ftunilies of Maryland. 
His widow survives 
him. No children resulted from this union.]

Spiuola said the Democrats intended to draw 
the Hue of battle ou the service pension bill. 
The Democrats did not intend that the Repub­ 
licans should mask themselves as friends ol the 
veterans. The Democratic party had forced 
the pension rolls from S 8.000 000 up to SIOO.OOJ,- 
M0. and yet the Republicans went ou the 
stump and told the people that they were the 
friends oi the men who saved the Union. 
Enloe of Tennessee impressed upon the House 
the necessity of tar roughly investigating the 
workings ol the Pension Bureau. 
Alien of Mississippi said he did not belittle 
the services of the Federal soldier». To do so 
would be to belittle his own. He had been one 
of the men wham they had to overcome. He 
had a high regard for the Government, and he 
was mighty sorry lie had tried to break i: up. 
But ii the gentlemen were going to catry pen­ 
sion legislation to its legitimate conclusion, 
Congress had better stop and have a counting. 
It looked to him as if the country would have 
to let the Grand Army oi the Republic take the 
Government. 
Breckenridge of Kentucky expressed himself 
as in favor oi a liberal pension system,.but op­ 
posed toan abuse of that system, aud opposed 
to making the Pension Bureau a great political 
machine.' 
Grosvenor said ti.e minority had suddenly be­ 
come wonderfully patriotic, and if it could only 
destroy the unpatriotic record it had always 
made it would be wonderfully benefited.

DESCRIPTION OF THE NOTED SOUTH 
AMERICAN CAPITAL

B o g o t a (Colombia), 1S90. 
T h e ancient capital has more than the 
usual num ber of plazas or public squares! 
and, as each one of them plays an im por­ 
ta n t p art in the life of the city, let us 
devote this sunny m id-winter morning to 
visiting them all. 
I cannot ask you to 
accom pany me en coche, for there are no 
carriages to be hired in this hilly town. 
T h e Bishop, I am told, owns one, and sodo 
tw o or three other w ealthy citizens; but 
those expensive vehicles are kept more for 
show than for use, as few people are brave 
enough to risk broken wheels, not to men­ 
tio n broken bones, in being jolted over 
those irregular streets, whose 
slippery 
stones slant towards the deep gutter in the 
m iddle, into which the wheels are bound 
to slide, unless oue drives pell-mell, re­ 
gardless of consequences. 
T he horse-cars,however, in their devious 
mc-anderings through the principal streets, 
w ill convey us safely on most of our sight­ 
seeing tour, and a little walk' g, if taken 
slowly, will be a pleasure, where every step 
reveals som ething new, quaint and pictur­ 
esque. 
The spryest pedestrian soon ¡earns 
to walk leisurely in these high altitudes of 
th e far south, wiiere rapid exercise is su:e 
to be followed by that distressing complaint 
called 
sIP.ROCHE, 
W h ich meaus a violent palpitation of the 
heart, a rush of blood to the head inducing 
dizz uess, and often hemorrhage from the 
uose and ea-t. 
N early all new-comers suf­ 
fer from it more or less, without taking 
any exercise at all beyond that ordinarily 
required; and many people cauuot endure 
it w ithout alarm ing symptoms of iieart- 
faiiure, some being obliged to turn about 
an d go back to the lowlands, even before 
th ey have reached so high an altitude as 
th is. 
Noue of our people have entirely 
escaped the dreaded s,i¡ coche, F., the young­ 
est and most delicate member, being kept 
in tied several days by it. 
The feeling is 
a n ything but agreeable, as if one’s over­ 
taxed heart were about to jump out 
o f its earthly tenement and quit work al­ 
together, while the head seems ready to 
b urst with excess of blood;

extrem ely difficult, dark spots swim before 
th e eyes, anil, overpowered by dizziness, 
th e sufferer tinds it impossible to stand.

in these equatorial regions, you know, 
and especially in high places, the w inter­ 
tim e of the N orth is by tar the pleasantest 
season of the year. 
The air is as balmy 
as that of a Canadian .June, the skies blue 
as those of “Naples, the Beautiful,” re­ 
freshing showers (all nearly every night 
and fruits and flowers are at their very 
best. 
In this delightful weather, then, 
w hile the triends at home are shivering 
around their fireplaces, we ought to enjoy 
o u r pasco (as a walk or excursion is here 
called ! among the flowery parks of Bogota, 
unburdened with wraps and armed with 
fans and parasols. 
T he principal plaza, named in honor of 
th e patriot, 
SIMON BOLIVAR, 
W hose statue stauds in the middle, comes 
first in our way. 
It occupies the exact 
center of the town, and extends eighty 
m eters in every direction. 
The counter­ 
feit presentm ent” of the Liberator, the 
colossal statue in bronze, is a magnificent 
work, which was executed by the cele­ 
brated sculptor, Ter.erami, and presented 
t o Colombia then New Granada) bySenor 
Jose Ignacio I’aris, a gentleman prom in­ 
ent in local politics, who at that tim e had 
th e Presidential Lee buzzing loudly in his 
bonnet. 
_ T he figure is attired in the alleged niil- 
i; rv costume which nobody on earth ever 
v. re but statues, its trailing robe, sotue- 
(. ng like th at which di-figures the mar- 
b: caricature of poor Lincoln in the Cap- 
it . at W ashington, a cross between Roman 
tog a, .Spanish cloak and bed-sheet, adorned 
w ith elaborate embroidery. 
The head is 
uncovered, the right hand holds a rapier, 
an d on the breast i- a beautiful medallion 
o f • leorge W ashington, the Father of Re- 


and then followed the troublesome times 
of the new G ranadian Government, out of 
which, through the sacrifice of many lives, 
a more definite form of republicanism was 
at length evolved. 
THE GOVERNMENT “ PALACIO,” 
W hb h occupies one side of this plaza, is 
by no means so imposing an edifice as its 
name implies. 
Indeed, its whitewashed

it not for the Colombian colors floating 
from its roof, and a couple of uniformed 
sentinels pacing before tne entrance. 
On another side of the same square is 
the great Cathedral, a wonder structure a* 
to size, but not much to boast of iu the 
line of architectural symmetry. 
It was 
begun shortly after the Episcopal See of 
Bogota was founded (in 1563, I believe); 
but its original builders did not seem to 
understand their business very well, for 
the whole pile tumbled down, killing 
scores of people in its fall, cn the very 
day 
it 
was 
to 
have 
been 
conse­ 
crated ! 
About th irty 
years later the 
work was recommenced, under the direc­ 
tion of a clever Capuchin monk named 
Domiugo Perez. 
H e died before his de­ 
signs had been entirely carried out, and

Though Protestantism is tolerated In 
Colombia and even protected in a measure 
’.u common with all other forms of re­ 
ligion by the Liberal Government, it is re­ 
garded with horror by the people at large, 
who consider so els given over to such 
heretical doctrines as lost beyond redem p­ 
tion. 
A former missionary in Colombia re­ 
lates how a poor woman came to him one

T he great Bolivar, Cole ml ia’s first Pres­ 
ident, who did so much t 
trd shaping 
th e destinies of South A: -tica and iu 
whose honor tiie Republic o; Bolivia was 
nam ed, was a genius in his day. 
The Con- 
g t ess of the nations of the Three A m eri­ 
ca-. which ha- lately been making the 
grand tour of the U nited S:..te*. was the 
outcom e of an idea originaU d by him, as 
far back as the year 1*21. 
At that time 
th e seventeen sections of Spanish America 
had just achieved their inch pendenee, and 
w ere for the most part organized into re­ 
publics, but on nosulistanti. i basis; and it 
was justly feared that the freedom they 
had won, at the expense of so moch blood­ 
shed, mi chi any day be wrested from them. 
A scheme was even then on foot lor form­ 
in g a m onarchist conspiracy to re-subju- 
g a te the lately emancipated colonies: and 
would donbtless have succeeded had a less 
powerful man than Bolivar been at the 
tore. 
H e urged the doctrine of

The proposal found favor in the 
I nited States, ; tit there was some hitch in 
th e arrangem ents made to comply with 
th e invitations. 
For one thing the place 
o f meeting was ill-chosen, the clim ate of 
Panam a, though not objectionable to the 
South and Central Americans, who are ac­ 
customed to it, being deadly to those from 
tlie far N< rih.

g rí-- : but one t them died on the way, 
and the other, owing to some delay in 
transit, found, on his arrival at Panama, 
(hat the conference had adjourned some 
days before.

T his historic space, which has rejoiced 
under various names during the last three 
centuries, and is now most commonly 
known a- the “ Plaza de la Constltucior,” 
I s been the -■ < ne of many -tim ing events. 
Front its breast ha.- emanated the growth 
o f art, science, religion and liberty. 
Most 
o f the wars th at have rent the old town, 
from the tim e of the Conquest down to the 
latest revolt 


subsequent periods, by as many diflerent 
architects from designs of their own, the 
building has a singularly mongrel look. 
T rying to describe a church is stupid 
w ork; but I want to give you some idea of 
this, eveu at the risk of a few stilted sen­ 
tences, because it is one of the oddest in 
ail Spanish-America. Its facade rests upon 
a basement of square, hewn stone, slightly 
raised above the atrio. 
Above the base­ 
ment eight Doric pillars rise in a group, 
forming portals for the side doors. 
The 
(nuance to the great central door is be­ 
tween two fluted columns of the Ionic 
order. 
Above the first story runs an elab­ 
orate cornice ; and immediately below the 
cornice, in spacious niches over the side 
doors, stand colossal statues of St. Peter 
and St. Paul. 
The second body of the edifice—that 
above the cornice—is raised upon eight 
Ionic pillars, which form an imposing niche 
in which appears a beautiful image of the 
Blessed Virgin. Surm ounting these pillars, 
the carved and stuccoed facade ends in an 
inscribed frontispiece, topped by a huge 
irou cross set upon a pedestal. 
A t either 
end of the front are two tall towers, divided 
by a cornice like the main building, two 
Ionic pillars on their second story forming 
in each tower an aperture for the bells and 
a clock. 
Both towers are canopied by a 
quaint dome; and iu each dome the Epis­ 
copal emblems are emblazoned. 
Inside, the old sanctuary is dark, damp 
and gloomy beyond degree. 
Down each 
side runs a row of seats, which during 
service are occupied exclusively by men, 
all the women kneeling upon the cold 
stone floor throughout the most lengthy 
masses. 
It is the old story—th at females 
are expected to do all the praying in this 
wicked world, as if they were guilty of 
all the sins thereof, w hile th eir male 
relatives look on complacently, intend­ 
ing to slip into heaven somehow through 
A few of the more 
bring rugs or squares 
of 
carpet 
on 
which 
they 
squat, 
a 
la 
Mohammedan, when 
tired 
of 
kneeling. 
The only rem arkable thing 
about the interior of this cathedral is a 
really elegant pulpit, inlaid w ith tortoise 
shell and pure silver; but surrounded by 
the usual images of wax and wood, gaudy 
with tinsel and tissue flowers. 
N ot far away from Bolivar’s statue is 
the 
PLAZA DE LAS ARMAS. 
One hundred meters long, and traversed 
from east to west by the San Augustin 
river. A t each end of this park is a bridge, 
over which runs a busy stre e t; and ex­ 
tending north and south, on eith er side of 
the river, are narrow avenues, always 
crowded w ith pedestrians. 
On the north­ 
ern bank is a pretty garden, of irregular 
shape, because following the bends of the 
riv e r; and on the opposite side, beyond 
another llowerv spot, stands the fine old 
church and former monastery of San Au­ 
gustin. Besides its religious history, which 
dates back nearly three centuries, this 
church is memorable for having withstood 
a siege of three days’ duration in the rev­ 
olution of 1861. 
Though the building was 
mined in three places and the besieged 
were entirely w ithout food and water, they 
held out heroically until help came and 
the day was gained. 
Scarcely second to thi- in historic inter­ 
est is the Plaza de los Mártires (tile M ar­ 
tyrs)—so named because w ithin it have 
been executed many of Colombia’s patriots, 
politicians, councilors, s ddiers and states­ 
men, shot by the Spania d -d u rin g the bit­ 
ter struggle for independence. 
Again and 
again has it been deluged w ith human 
blood—which perhaps accounts for the fact 
that grass and flowers seem to grow more 
rankly here than elsei icre. 
It has also 
been the scene of several uti la ;'cs, in those 
earlier days when Romish Inquisitors had 
power to burn alive those who dared to in­ 
cur their displeasure.

thing could not get out of the way, being 
securely tied in a flat basket. 
He"did not 
run over any more babies you may be 
sure, but again sought the mother, who 
proved to be the same oue to whom he had 
lately given 840, and who appeared to be 
in waiting, and proceeded to bless her— 
backwards—in good. Yankee terms, for 
her carelessness, whereupon the creature 
merely shrugged her shoulders and indi­ 
cated in tire most innocent aud business­ 
like manner imaginable, th at it was more 
money she wanted, not the b ab y ; and that 
there were a number of other olive- 
branches whom she would iike to dispose of 
on sim ilar terms. 
Throughout all Spanish-America the 
death of a child seems to be a m atter of 
rejoicing rather than of sorrow—the idea 
being th at the little one, not having ar­ 
rived at years of discretion, must be with 
out sin, and therefore iu no danger of the 
torm ents of purgatory; whereas, had it 
been perm itted to live longer guien sabe 
(who knows) w hat m ight have been its 
eternal tuture?

tains. 
W ith infinite labor and expense 
the solid rock upon which the miraculous 
carving appeared was cut away from the 
peak and carried to Bogota, w here a church 
was erected in its honor. 
True there are 
heretics who hint th at the wily priesthood, 
desiring to raise money from the poverty- 
stricken |>eupie for the building of a new 
sanctuary, took this method of ¡nqiosing 
tijKiu their credulity and caused the figure 
to be secretly carved by hum an hands ; but 
the faithful devoutlv believe in its divine 
origin, and prove it by nunil>c-rle.v m ira­ 
cles which the Stone Lady has performed, 
in curing diseases, relieving people of their I 
distresses aud protecting them in times of 
danger.

j ning skull, in a chariot drawii by twenty 
coal-black mules, Queen Inez, the only 
Queen who never knew her royal station, 
was driven to the royal abbey of Alcobaca, 
where the l>ones were inteired with as 
much pomp as though she had died but 
yesterday.

Looking iutn the atelier of a fashionable 
authority on upholstery aud decoration 
the other day, the artist was found in a 
very chatty frame of micd, and disposed 
to drop some very valuable hints upon 
these subjects. 
“ If a person comes to see me,” began 
this autocrat in his profession, “concerning 
the interior decoration of a house, I usually 
say to him th at I tliiuk that the appoint­ 
ments throughout th e establishm ent should 
so reflect the fortune, taste and position ot 
the occupant that a stranger aw aiting au­ 
dience in the reception room would be able 
to gather at a glance the character of the 
mistress of the house from them. 
“I think th at most decorators agree with 
H avard in believing th at all interior em ­ 
bellishments should take their cue from 
the general architecture of a room—the 
wood-work, wall-hangings and frescoes. A 
room should be the back-ground for the 
person in it, rather than for the pictures; 
the color of the wall should depend on the 
complexion of the family, as, for instance, 
a wall in a lone of flesh pink, with a little 
green blended iu the color, will make the 
complexion appear brighter aud clearer, 
and a little gold skillfully introduced will 
enrich the effect of the whole. 
“ You may know th at lines and curves 
exercise a rem arkable influence in the ap­ 
pearance of a room. 
Perpendicular lines 
give apparent height, horizontal lines pro­ 
duce a contrary etieet. 
A room appointed 
with furniture and hangings which bear 
the sight of vertical lines will present an 
appearance 
of 
dignity 
and formality, 
while horizontal lines will im part an ef­ 
fect of coziness and tranquillity. A straight 
line expresses virility and resistance: a 
broken line, an appearance of movement 
and life, while a curve suggests unison and 
flexibility. 
Therefore broken lines should 
not be employed in a cornice or appoint­ 
m ent which is to occupy a perm anent 
place, nor curved lines used iu a part 
which is intended to be supporting, tor 
these reasons. 
“In the furnishing and decorating of a 
room the most im portant thing is color 
harmony. 
A room should be a harm ony 
of related surfaces. 
The wall-paper, carpet 
and ceiling should be in the right relation 
to each other. 
One false note of color will 
throw an entire room into discord, no m at­ 
ter how rich and beautiful it may be in 
d e ta il; and ou the contrary, a room in 
w hich color harm ony is attained is beau­ 
tiful, no m atter how simply and inexpen­ 
sively it may be decorated. 
In the furn­ 
ishing of a home the most careful study 
should be given to colors and the purposes 
for which they are to be used. 
For in ­ 
stance we can employ greater intensity of 
color in a dress than in a wall hanging. 
We should strive to introduce the right 
wall paper to the right carpet, and the 
right furniture to the right background, 
and subordinate the texture to the ex­ 
pression. 
“ It would be an adm irable plan if we 
were to carry our kindergarten higher 
and make eolor-harm eny and the c-olor- 
ative art a feature in them . 
After spend­ 
ing from ten to twenty years at school, de­ 
voting many of them to 
the 
higher 
branches oí study, of which the students 
will never have an opportunity to make a 
practical application in after life, there is 
not one in a hundred amoug the pupils, 
each ot whom will probably have to create 
a home, that will he able to put wall 
paper and a carpet properly together. 
“Colors are well known to modify appar­ 
ent sizes, and the proportion of surfaces is 
changed by the same means. 
Somber-col­ 
ored objects appear much sm aller than 
bright ones, when they are of equal d i­ 
mensions. 
A predom inating color should 
be selected and recalled in the various 
parts of wall hangings, furniture and cur­ 
tains. 
Beautiful effects are produced by 
variety in unity. 
One single shade or 
tone of color is monotonous, and yet by 
variety I do not mean disorder. 
There 
should be a connecting link between all 
the features of interior decoration. 
“People should give the qualities of 
colors thought and consideration. 
Now, 
red is the physical color; it expresses pas­ 
sion and warmth. 
Blue is mental, and ex­ 
presses coldness and distance. 
Yellow is 
moral or emotional; it is the color of gold 
and sunlight; it harmonizes and enriches. 
Alma Tadema favors yellow or gold for a 
drawing-room. 
I do not consider it safe 
to have too much slune in surfaces, and 
for this reason 1 think gold should be used 
w ith caution in w allpaper and textile 
fabrics. 
In my estim ation red is the best 
suited to a hall, it being too intense to be 
employed in a drawing-room. 
Blue is a 
cold, negative color that answers for a 
reception-room, where one only meets 
acquaintances. 
Iu colors I 
think com­ 
plexity constitutes beauty, and the highest 
order of color is th e indescribable. 
“As a guide for the upholsterer and dec­ 
orator J do not believe in the theory of 
complementary colors. 
Now, green is said 
to be the complementary color of red, but 
red and green do not harmonize, and har­ 
mony of color is an indispensable thing in 
interior decoration. 
Contrast is th e lowest 
order of color effect. 
“Do you realize the tru th of the state­ 
m ent when I tell you that presents ate the 
terror of decorative artists.’ 
A fter a room 
has been harmoniously treated some dread­ 
ful pieces of bric-a-brac, contributed by 
kindly intentioned friends as wedding 
presents or Christmas gifts, are brought 
forward by the jo —e-sor to destroy at once 
the artistic labor of tixe decorator, or some 
expcn-ive article i- introduced, which, be­ 
cause of its intrinsic value, must be exhib­ 
ited in the best apartm ent. 
“ W hat do I consider the best back­ 
ground for pictures and objects d’art? 
I 
think they stand out with most strik ir._ 
effect from a blue-colored wall. 
If an 
apartm ent has a southern aspect it is well 
to avoid a ceiling of a blue tint, as this 
tone reflects the sunlight harshly, and it is 
better to employ warm, deep colors in such 
a room. 
If the outlook is northern, fine 
bright colors can be advantageously made 
use of, 
¡11 this case having the ceiling 
bright and the furniture woods of the 
same character. 
“The style and color of the curtains 
should influence th t selection of the car­ 
pet, aud the m aterial with which the fur­ 
niture is to be upholstered should be 
chosen to harmonize with the curtains. 
Sunlight falling through curtains of red 
chamoise or cerise upon the carpets and 
furniture will have the effect of green, by 
reason of having passed through two red 
surfaces, greeu being the complementary 
color of red, but where the light enters 
freely, as it may with tlie curtains drawn 
back, there is 110 color visible to the eyes 
sc-emingly, but it does, notwithstanding, 
exert an influence upon the tones of the 
wall, carjiet and other furnishings.” 


THE WAIT0M0 CAVES. 


D escrip tio n o f a V isit to W on d erfu l N ew 
Z e a la n d C averns. 
In a report to the Surveyor-General of 
New Zealand, Thomas H um phries gives 
an interesting description of a visit which 
lie and a small party made in June last to 
the W’aitomo Cave-, Kin," Country, in the 
N orth Island of New Zealand, say- Science. 
The W aitoina river, a tributary of the 
W aipa, which pas.-es through these caves, 
lies about eighty-five miles south of Auck­ 


land in a direct line, though it is about 
twenty miles further by rail and road. 
The caves are about ten miles from Otoro- 
hanga 
railway station. 
The 
country 
around is undulating. 
A quarter of a 
mile before the caves are reached the 
W aitomo, of about 20 feet iu w idth, is 
seen emerging from the side of a hill, 
u n ie r which it has meandered through 
limestone caverns of various size- 
i r 
about twenty chains. 
A light canoe cau 
be taken along the river through the 
caves to w ithin a few feet of its egress, 
w here further progress is barred bv the 
root coming down to the water. 
At the entrance to the cavern the stream 
is eight feet deep. The natives have never 
had the courage to enter. 
The entrance 
to tiie cave, thirty feet wide aud twenty 
feet high, is in the face of a clirt. 
It is 
beautifully arched, w ith numerous moss 
aud lichen-covered stalactites. 
In a canoe 
the visitor i- taken in, ninety feet from the 
entrance, and landed on a silt-covered 
beach. 
By the aid of candles—for all is 
now dark—he finds him self among ponder­ 
ous stalacities, three to six feet thick, 
reaching from th e rocf, twenty feet high, 
to w ithin oue foot of the ground. 
E very­ 
where, all over the extensive aud in tri­ 
cate caverns, 
are seen stalacitites and 
stalagm ites of immense size, in vast num ­ 
bers, with marvelous beauty of form and 
color. 
At oue place tbe dark vault was 
studded with thousands of glow-worm-, 
giving the vault the appearance of a star- 
sky. 
Passing down the left hank of the stream 
for 140 feet, over a large deposit left by 
floods, the partv crossed it by means of a 
foot bridge. 
From the entram e to the 
bridge the cavern averages fifty feet broad 
and from twenty to th irty feet high. After 
crossing the bridge a sharp turn to the 
right is made up a steep incline for a dis­ 
tance of seventy feet to the foot of a 10- 
foot ladder, which leads to a narrow pas­ 
sage four feet wide and fifteen feet high, 
the entrance to the 
“G rand Caveru.” 
H ere is the bottom of the “well,” a narrow 
shaft running up to another series of caves 
over the lower ones, where it is again met 
with in the gallery above. 
Tiie well is 
four feet acros=, perfectly true, as it made 
by ljuman bauds, and its sides beautifully 
m arked with horizontal streaks, formed of 
lam inated limestone. 
In the G rand Cav­ 
ern i- an immense mound of m aterial evi­ 
dently fallen from the roof. 
Beyond the G raud Cavern th e roof ri-es 
and forms two domes, one 50 feet high. 
H igh up, 40 feet, is the entrance to 
another cavern. 
Beyond the dome is a 
sudden fall, the roof lowering so much 
that the vi-itor has to stoop. 
The length 
of the Grand Cavern, at the end of which 
the stream is again met with, is 250 feet. 
It varies in w idth from 16 to 49 feet, and 
from 2g to 50 feet in height. 
Up to this 
point the color is a dull brown and a light 
yellow; but in the upper galleries, 30 feet 
above, there are alabaster and Parian- 
m arble-like scenes of unsurpassed loveli­ 
ness. 
Twenty feet above the 
G rand 
G allery is the “Organ G allery,” so called 
from tiie appearance of the great stalagmi- 
tic mass 150 i’ect from its entrance, rising 
tier upon tier like the front of an organ 
w ith marble pipes. 
From the G rand G allery the Main * cil­ 
lery ai ove- is reached by a 25-fodt ladder, 
and 60 feet along it the “ well” is reached. 
H ere it is 12 feet in diameter, with smooth 
sides of hard limestone, ar.il tbe sound of 
moving water below. 
This is45 feet above 
where it was first seen. 
Fifty feet along 
from the upper well is a “fairy grotto,” 
and through an archway 30 feet "in’length 
the “ Banquet Chamber " is reached, where 
the sutveyor and his friends found a hot 
dinner had been provided by the natives 
who own the caves. 
At the end of this 
chamber is tiie W hite Terrace, a sta’ag- 
m itic mass rising in a series of terraces. 
From this the upper entrauce to the caves 
is reached, high in a wooded cliff, 60 feet 
above and direct! v over the lower entrance. 
Mr. H um phries describes in glowing terms 
other galleries and caves, but this may 
suffice to show that, notw ithstanding the 
destruction of the Rotomahana Terraces, 
New Zealand has still plenty of wonders.

DESCRIPTION 
OF A 
POULTRY YARD 
IN 
SACRAMENTO. 


Our baseball reporter helps out the 
Farm and O rchard D epartm ent this week 
by the following description of a model 
Sacramento poultry y a rd : 
. 
“Is there anything a chicken fancier 
takes more real delight in than to be in 
his poultry yard among his flock of fowls, 
counting them for probably the 
one- 
thousandth time, watching them scratch­ 
ing and feeding and noticing the droopv 
ones to-day th at appeared bright and 
healthy yesterday? 
W hat a happy home 
a flock of clean, healthy, cackling chickens 
will make, and on the other hand, how 
dull and inatiractive the farm seems with 
a lot of diseased and ill-mated fowls, roost­ 
ing on the big wagon or the wood-pile, 
looking scrawny and dirty and appearing as 
if half-starved or fed to excess. 
In the 
well-kept poultry yard, how eagerly will 
the flock rush from all sides when they see 
the gate open and the friend who cares for 
them , come in ju st to take another look at 
the flock he prides and values. 
A promi­ 
nent poultry book goes as far as to say that 
a young man who does not love choice 
fowls is an unsafe person for a girl to wed. 
W hether this be true or not, it is safe to 
say that the home w ith a chicken yard 
neat and clean, w ith either a few or a large 
num ber of chickens, is a pleasant one and 
contains a happy family. 
“Poultry can 1 e raised for profit, and 
there are many who make a business of it 
for that object, hut then there are others 
who take more delight in keeping a lot of 
choice and rare breeds and showing them 
to their friends than if they were taking 
in the shekels every day and making a 
living out of the business.' 
“Probably one of the best kept poultry 
yards in Sacramento is th at of Crawford J . 
Cox, whose home is on ‘Xob H ill,’ in the 
southeastern portion of the city. 
Mr. Cox 
has not entered into the business exten­ 
sively, hut has an assortment of chickens 
comprising some of the best breeds in 
America. A K ecord-Union reporter paid 
a visit to the place and became so inter­ 
ested in the m atter of poultry raising that 
lie resolved to give the public w hat in­ 
formation he had gained while passing 
away a couple of hours in being shown 
about the premises. 
"The first objects of interest were the 
incubators, in which several hundreds of 
eggs were spread. 
Some were almost 
ready to hatch, w hile others had been in 
the incubator but a few days. 
In the P et­ 
alum a incubator there were 104 eggs with 
the tem perature in the hatcher at 103°. 
This heat is m aintained during the whole 
of the twenty-one days required to hatch 
the eggs. 
In this incubator the eggs rest 
on a bed of sand which has to be dam ­ 
pened every twenty-four hours. 
In the 
Pacific incubator there were 105 eggs. 
For the first three days the tem perature 
in the hatcher is 100°. 
It is then re­ 
duced 1° every three days until the tem ­ 
perature gets to 102°, in which condition 
the birds are hatched. 
The eggs in both 
incubators are turned twice a day, to 
avoid the settling of the yolk of the 
egg to one side or the other. 
If the 
egg was not turned at all during the three 
weeks it was in the incubator the chick 
(if any were hatched i would be deformed 
or dead. 
“A fter a batch of little ones are hatched, 
Mr. Cox places them in a brooder of his 
own invention, where they are kept until 
able to stand the tem perature of the out­ 
side air. 
The floor of the brooder is cov­ 
ered with dry bran and the proper degree 
of heat is m aintained by regulating a large 
lam p under the floor. 
Mr. Cox had had 
excellent luck with the chicks placed in 
his brooder and hardly any of them have 
died. 
In his m ain yard lie has seveutv- 
one laying hens and sevin or eight roost­ 
er?. 
The hens are of different common 
varieties, but are all good layers, anil the 
daily yield of eggs averages between th ir­ 
ty-five and forty. 
“The fancy varieties owned by Mr. Cox 
are kept in separate yards, the dimensions 
of each being 20x12 "feet. 
The fences are 
neatly whitewashed and the yards are 
kept almost as clean as a well-swept floor. 
In yard No. 1 a trio of the Minorca breed 
are kept. 
The cock and both bens are 
fine looking birds. They are a small white 
chicken with large combs, which stand 
erect on the cock, but fall to one side on 
the hens. 
They are noted layers, and the 
egg is w hite and quite large in proportion 
to the size of the fowl. 
Mr. Cox pur­ 
chased th is trio in Toledo, Ohio. 
“Yard So. 2 contains a trio of W hite 
Dorkings. A i>ei uliarity about the-e chick­ 
ens is t. it they have five toes on each 
foot. 
Both roosters and hens have rose 
comb?. 
They are the favorite fowl in 
England. 
They are the l>est layers in the 
Dorking family, and the eeg is of medium 
size. 
It is thought that this trio is the 
onlv one on the coast, and they also were 
obtaiued in Toledo. 
“Y ard No. 3 contains the W hite P ly­ 
mouth Kocks. 
They are large fowls, good 
layers and the egg is of good size. 
The 
feathers are almost pnre white. The breed 
promises to be one of the leading fowls of 
America. 
“The 
next 
yard 
contains the Buff 
Cochins—handsome, large fowls. Of these, 
Mr. Cox has now but one pair, the other 
hen having died a few days ago of a dis 
ease known among poultry-raisers as a 
sour crop. 
The feathers of this variety of 
chickens are of the buff color and strik­ 
ingly attractive. 
This breed is noted as 
excellent w inter layers, of large, highly- 
flavored eggs, and are unexceptionable as 
setters and mothers. 
They are worth from 
$15 to $30 per trio, and the eggs, which 
are small and of a brownish-yellow color, 
sell for $3 a dozen. 
“T he W hite Cochins occupy the fifth 
yard. 
They are of about the same size as 
the Buff Cochins, and lay a large, well- 
rounded, light-brown egg. 
They are rated 
as high as $35 per trio, and the eggs are 
valued at $5 per dozen. 
Mr. Cox ob­ 
tained these chickens from M itchell «V 
Bussell, of Bristol, Conn. 
"In yard No. 6 is the W hite W yandotte 
trio. 
T his breed not only stand high in 
j»oint of beauty, but they are most excel­ 
lent layers of large-sized brown eggs. This 
variety, w ith the W hite Plym outh Rock, 
now claim the attention of the whole 
poullry-raiaing fraternity, and under the 
title of ‘coming fowl’ are described by H . 
H . Stoddard as a w hite-plum aged bird 
with yellow skin, legs and bill, and of gen­ 
erous size, with sm all comb and wattles 
They are rated as being worth $30 per 
trio. 
“The last yard has but one lonely occu­ 
pant—a Berkshire— who takes but little 
interest in the fowls about him. 
They 
appear to l>other him considerably, and 
while be is dozing in a corner of his pen 
some of the more daring of the chickens 
will pick at him . 
In short, he is a pig. 
“ Mr. Cox’s poultry-yard has not been 
fully described until we mention the two 
guinea hens which mingle among 
his 
flock. 
The only thing they are useful for 
is their screeching, and many a tim e they 
have seared oft' the chicken-thief, who, 
w hile at his work, feared that the screams 
would arouse the Occupants of the farm­ 
house, and fled in fear. 
“M arch is the month when the yards 
should undergo a thorough overhauling. 
The fowls should l>e let out on pleasant 
days to pick around, for they are now get­ 
ting ready for spring business. 
Hens 
should be set for early chickens, and the 
nests should l>e clean and inviting. 
Mr 
Cox takes a great interest in his chickens, 


nd before long he will probably have one 
of the rarest-stoeked poultry-yards in the 
northern part of the State.’’ 
NAIL THESE APHORISMS TO THE BARN DOOR. 
“W ho enters here leaves pipe behind.” 
The horse will be all the better for 
working his way through the winter. 
The man that knows the right use of a 
horse-blanket is a first-class horseman. 
Too many horses eat up during the win­ 
ter all they have earned during the sum­ 
mer. 
The horse-blanket saves feed and flesh— 
le>s substance is used to make anim al heat. 
Keeping matches in any other receptacle 
than an iron or tin box is tem pting Provi­ 
dence. 
.Some people think a farm animal is like 
a postage stamp— no good until licked. 
They are sadly mistaken. 
The farm-horse, having only light labor 
and not much of that, during the w inter 
should have less grain and more roughness 
than during the summer. 
The man that puts iron hits in his 
horses’ mouths in very cold weather w ith­ 
out first warming the bits, has altogether 
too much of the savage in his composition. 
CORK OAK GROVES. 
The eyes of the people will be opened 
a ’Ter a while and they will begin prepar­ 
ing for the m inor horticultural aud for­ 
estry industrie?, which are sure to find a 
foothold in California. 
The news now 
comes that a large number of cork oak 
tree; will be planted this year. 
The cork 
oak grows as well in California as in most 
any place in the world, and there is no 
reason why we should not grow every bit 
of cork th at is used in the U nited States. 
N ot only would this save the country an 
immense amount of money by preventing 
im portation, but would also give us large 
quantities of cork dust to use in the pack­ 
ing of grapes and for various medicinal 
purposes.— California Fruit Grov:er.

_ Sour swill is one of the sources of disease 
in the hog. 
Much of it is kept until it be- 
conies too acid for even a hog. 
Dr. L intner says th at apple tree borres 
may be kept out of the trees by applica­ 
tions of a m ixture of carbolic acid and 
soap. 
It never pays to feed poor hay to the 
cows. 
It th e hay is very poor it will pav 
the dairym an to use it for bedding and 
buy better. 
_ to r fam ily use it is advisable to plaut 
six or t ight peach trees every year, which 
w ill take the place of those th at are ceas­ 
ing to bear from age. 
It is suggested that the best way to pro­ 
tect both cogs aud sheep is to compel all 
dogs to wear muzzles, dogs not muzzled to 
be shot whenever found running at large 
A horse w ith a well-fitting harness, espe­ 
cially a well-fitting collar, feels just like a 
man whose clothes do not pinch him; 
and will, of course, do its work easier and 
better. 
Recent tests indicate th at London pur­ 
ple may be more dangerous to foliage 
when use! in spraying than Paris green, 
because it sometimes contains more soluble 
arsenic. 
Solid m anure and dry d irt will hold the 
liquid m anure well. 
The solid portions 
absorb large quantities of moisture, and 
the m ixture of solids aud liquids improves 
the quality ofboth. 
Make the nests of sitting hens warm. A 
cool place for the nest is desirable for a 
broody hen in summer, but in w inter it re­ 
.

warm the nest and eggs. 
There are men who m ight make con­ 
siderable money by feeding less grain to 
the horse and grooming the anim al more. 
O rdinarily elbow grease is cheaper than 
corn or oats. 
The present may be an ex­ 
ception. 
Seeds of beets, carrots and parsnips are 
slow to germ inate. 
They may be made to 
swell and sprout quickly if ’ placed in a 
flannel bag and moistened with warm water 
daily. 
Some gardeners mix the seeds with 
fine earth before placing the seeds in die 
bag. 
Fieht and Farm says : 
“W e find th at a 
pig which is fed pure fresh slop will not 
take kindly to raw pum pkins as food, but 
cooked with potatoes they are much rel­ 
ished. 
W hen cooked this way it is well 
to add a little shipstufl'or bran to make a 
better balanced ration.” 
If you grow vegetables for m arket profit 
will depend upon getting them into the 
m arket eariy ; and if you grow them only 
for home consumption you do do not care 
to wait all summer liefore vou can have a 
“mess. ’ 
So the hot bed or cold frame is 
useful for the early starting of plants in 
either case 
The Southern Cultivator says: “Anv land 
that will produce corn will’ produce oats. 
< >ats require a highly aminoniated fertil­ 
izer, hence cotton seed or cotton seed 
meal is the best home fertilizer that can 
be used. 
B ut a m ixture of cotton seed 
meal and acid phosphate— equal parts— 
and on some soils potash in some form 
will give better results.” 
The plot intended for celery should be 
well manured now, and if soap-suds are 
thrown on the plot, so as to soak into the 
soil, it will be all the better for the grow­ 
ing plants when they are pu t out to grow. 
Asparagus is one of the early vegetables, 
ami it is also benefited by frequent appli­ 
cations of soap-suds. 
In fact, too much 
soap-suds and well-rotted m anure cannot 
be applied to asparagus. 
Manv orchards are seriously injured by 
allowing too heavy a growth of grass 
around the stem of the trees. 
In the ma­ 
jority of cases better health and thrift 
will be secured if th e soil for two or three 
feet around each tree is kept loose and 
mellow, -tirring frequently if necessary to 
secure this. 
At least this will be better 
than to allow the weeds and grass to use 
the plant food needed by the tree. 
The habit of dum ping m anure from the 
wagon in small piles is wasteful both of 
time and manure. 
Comparatively few 
men can spread m anure from piles so as to 
cover ail the ground, much less to cover it 
evenly. 
The m atter is m ade still worse 
by leaving the manure piles to lie several 
days or weeks before being spread. 
The 
soluble parts of the m anure are washed 
into the ground, and if every particle of 
the visible manure is removed the spot 
will yet be richer than the space surround­ 
ing it.

wit, noi yet a novel. * B at it is an otig'inal 
conception by which two far apart c o u n ­ 
tries are brought into the most curious aud 
am using contrasts, and w ith profit aud 
genuiue entertainm ent to the reader. Mark 
pretends to find a Connecticut Y ankee in 
London who recalls his experiences in the 
age of K ing A rthur. 
T he story is told 
with great realistic effect, and the extra­ 
ordinary contrasts of modern slang and 
archaic speech, of nineteenth century prog­ 
ress and s’x ’h-eentury superstition, when 
developed by a master in tne art of hum or, 
are inexpressibly droll. 
T he Yankee is 
captured by one of the K nights of the 
B ound Table an d brought to the Court, 
where he is about to be executed as a cu­ 
rious monster, when he chances to rem em ­ 
ber that an eciipse occurs on that day. 
So 
he adopts the device w hich Rider Haggard 
has used with so m uch effect in his ro­ 
mances, and threatens to destroy the sun 
unless he is released. 
T h e sun's disk be­ 
gins to be obscured and before the eclipse is 
ended he has oeen m ade a great nobie, Sir 
B '¿s. with am ple revenue, and the office of 
Chief Adviser of the King. 
Then began 
contests with jealous kniglii3 aud especially 
bouts of witcncraft with Merlin, in which 
the famous m agician is completely van­ 
quished by modern science. M ark’s picture 
of the deficiencies of the A rth u rian Court 
in little conveniences is very droll. 
"N o 
soap, no matches, no looking-glass, except 
a m etal one about as powerful as a pail of 
water, and not a enromo. 
I had been used

A n d then

full ol baarding-housebutter witn a blazing

floating 
in

was 
the

that produced w hat was regarded 83 light.' 
H ow it comes about that this Y ankee of 
'h e nineteenth century was sent backward 
into the past and to the age of K ing A rth u r 
is easily an.l wittily explained. 
It was all 
a fancy due to an accident to the Yankee, 
whose wits went wondering, but no m atter 
bow it came about the conceit is one of the 
rarest and most original and hum orous 
order. 
Sarcasm is heaped upou the English 
court, the advance and advantage of tins 
age revealed in a m an n er at once original 
aud forcible; the assault upon the “divine 
right" to rule is irresistible, and the way in 
which he brings aristocracy to the repub­ 
lican level is uneoualed in the historv of 
satire. 
As has been well said of T rain's 
work: 
He has no m ore reverence for the 
beautiful legends which Tennyson has em ­ 
balm ed in his “ Idyls of the’K ing" than 
Bob Ingersoll has for St. Peter's or the best 
works of some of the old masters. 
Some 
of his caricature is very funny. As an 
imaginative work w edo not recall it3 eqaal. 
It is as extravagant as anything H. Rider 
H aggard has penned, but it has sensibility 
that the works of that au th o r never has 
proven h im to possess. 
T h e book is very 
handsom ely printed, freely and grotesquely 
illustrated, and is an excellent ex am p .e of 
the modern book m aain g art. 
It is sold by 
subscription only. 
From Talbot H . W allis, laie State Libra­ 
rian, we nave received the new catalogue 
of the Calitornia State Library. 
It em­ 
braces all the works in the general depart­ 
m ent and makes a volume of nearly i.200 
pages. 
The indexing is by “authors." 
That the work has been well done is evi­ 
dent at a glance. It is about as thorough 
an example of cataloguing as it has been 
our fortune to examine. 
We are given the 
author's name, the fail title of the book, 
the place and date of publication and refer­ 
ences of classification, together with nota­ 
tions of the size of the book. 
W hen a 
work is in one volume, the num ber of 
pages is given if less than 200. 
W hile it is 
a catalogue by authors, classification has 
gone to the extent of placing works of 
fiction by themselves, as also maps, biog­ 
raphies, atlases, directories, encyclopedias, 
newspapers and periodicals. 
The work 
WH3 undertaken by Mr. W allis in IS,$5, 
and in 1 » 0 the law catalogue was issued. 
The work upon the general departm ent 
began in the succeeding year. 
None of the 
old catalogues were used, the whole work 
being new. The plan adopted in m aking 
the book is that suggested by the A m eri­ 
can Library Association. 
Perfection 
is 
rarely attained in any catalogue, but cer­ 
tainty Mr. W allis’ work comes as near to it 
as any we have seen.

CHINATOWN—THE 
CORRECT 
AT LAST. 
METHOD 


A t last .San Francisco authorities are 
proceeding properly in the suppression of 
the Chinatown nuisance. 
Against their 
present campaign the most rabid pro- 
Chinese advocate cannot raise a whisper of 
objection. 
The authorities in the first 
place put on duty a police guard at the 
mouths of all the China alleys leading 
into the streets and .by a relay system kept 
the officers on duty constantly, every hour 
of the day or night. 
The result wrs 
that violations of the law by soliciting 
or otherwise became impossible, and the 
vigilance of the officers was such that the 
swarm of crim inals in the alleys had to 
vacate the places. 
Inside of a week they 
had to leave, and now it is said that over 
five hundred places are nailed up and 
signs “to let” displayed. 
W here the 
offenders against decency have gone re­ 
mains to be seen, but when they manifest 
th eir presence in another quarter the 
same plan of campaign is to be pursued 
until the rascals w ith their gambling out­ 
fits, their female slaves, their opium joints 
and their dens, into which men were 
dragged and robbed, find that there is no 
spot in the city of San Francisco secret 
enough to hide them. 
On the top of this procedure the health 
authorities entered upon a work that 
should have been undertaken long ago. 
They have instituted a house to house in­ 
spection in the Chinese quarter and served 
notices for every tenem ent and room to be 
pul into good sanitary condition, specify­ 
ing in the notices in each case the defects 
in drainage, ventilation, deposits of filth, 
and other things. 
Thus far over three 
hundred houses have been formally con­ 
demned, and the work is not a third fin­ 
ished. 
In cleanliness the Chinese quarter 
is impossible. Therefore the most effective 
way to treat Chinese filth methods is to 
apply to them the same laws that are 
enforced against our own people. 
W hy 
this has not been done before as thor­ 
oughly as now is the wonder of the situ­ 
ation. 
The Eastern people have these many 
years told us th at our com plaint against 
the Chinam an because of his habits in 
quarters inhabited by him was senseless, 
since if we choose to do so we could com­ 
pel the Chinese to conform to all wise 
health and police regulations, and that if 
they would not do so, they would of ne­ 
cessity be compelled to vacate the coun­ 
try. 
T his is precisely what .San F ran­ 
cisco is now attem pting to do. W e believe 
th a t it now possible to enforce the health 
and order laws in the Chinatowns of the 
State, though a few years ago it was not to 
be done. 
The Chinese have, however, 
now discovered that the laws are made to 
be obeyed, and that behind them is au­ 
thority to enforce obedience. 
The silly 
ordinance that the >San Francisco author­ 
ities passed a few days ago to compel the 
Chinese to remove to another and distant 
quarter, is of no effect, and is little more 
than a laughing stock. 
But the enforce­ 
ment uj>on the Chinese of the same health 
regulations that Americans are compelled 
to accept, and that are confirmed by the 
wisdom of sanitary science, is an assault 
upon the Chinese that neither public sen­ 
tim ent, the most flabby sentim entality, 
the Courts nor the Federal Government 
can or will interfere with. 


THE PHILADELPHIA EXPERIMENT. 


A few days ago a clergym an of P h ila­ 
delphia, speaking at a public m eeting in 
San Francisco, ridiculed the statem ent 
that the high-license law is a success in 
the Q uaker City. 
' >n the contrary, he as­ 
serted, it is .a delusion and a snare, has 
not decreased tem ptation or lessened crime, 
and that addition to revenue is slig h t 
More than this; he alleged th at the law 
has not the approval of the people, and 
that its moral or beneficial effects are not 
observable. 
The speaker was advocating 
prohibition. 
As against his statements, 
we have the semi-official statem ent of the 
P hiladelphia Record 
that 
under high 
license, with regulation as to bonds, order, 
distance from each other of saloons and 
variation in the license schedule, together 
w ith revocation for offenses, etc., the order 
of the city of Philadelphia has been 
greater, crime less and general safety pro­ 
moted by an immense percentage.

revenues 
from licenses, while the arrests for drunk­ 
enness have marvelously declined. 
The 
police departm ent shows th at the costs of 
policing the city are so much less th at 
some of the prisons have been well nigh 
empty, and th at Sunday arrests have fallen 
from an alarm ingly large to a merely in­ 
significant number. 
The Record also as­ 
serts th at the system has almost revolu­ 
tionized for the better certain quarters, 
and th at there are streets and alleys where 
decent people would not dare to go th at 
are now passable in safety by women and 
children day or night, because of the elim ­ 
ination of the deadfalls th at existed upon 
the low-whiskv traffic. 
B ut the strongest 
and best testimony is that the enforcement 
of the law has elim inated the saloon from 
politics, because the seller of liquors does 
not now- feel the necessity for engaging in 
politics to secure protection. 
I t is impiortant to know just w hat are 
the facts of the history of this experim ent 
in m unicipal government, and hence we 
give the two statem ents simply as such, 
and w ithout any sentim ental expression 
whatever. 
For this is a m atter th at con­ 
cerns the judgm ent touching economic 
government, and not the issues of belief 
and sentim ent. 
A late num ber of the New- York Evening 
Post, a journal th at carefully weighs all it 
publishes, as to its effect, savs editorially— 
and we present it as additional evidence 
upon a disputed question that our readers 
may form correct judgm ents : 
The new high license law in Pennsylvania is 
w orking very w ell in Philadelphia, according 
to statistics w hich have been collected by the 
Law and Order Society. During the two years 
in w hich it has been in lorce the com m itm ents 
to the county prison for intoxication have fallen 
off nearly one-haiflrom w hat they w ere under 
low license. There were 13,300 during the last 
year under low license, and 6,889 and 7,281, re­ 
spectively, during two succeeding years under 
high license. The Monday m orning com m iu 
m ents show forcibly th at there has been a great 
decrease in Sunday liquor drinking, for the 
total has dropped from 1,517 in 188, under low 
license to 430 in 1889 under high license. There 
are still m any defects in the law. but the most 
crreful and im partial observers of Us operation 
agree in thinking th at its general results are in 
favor of increased sobriety ami good order. 


THE RIVERS AND GENERAL INTEREST. 


The San Francisco Alta takes the same 
view of the mission of the R iver Conven­ 
tion delegation to W ashington that has 
been expressed by the R ecobi> -U n"Ion\ 
I t well says th at the people of the Sacra­ 
mento valley have a great and increasing 
interest in the streams being kept in nav­ 
igable condition. It insists th at the drain­ 
way for five hundred miles of the finest 
valley on earth should be treated systemat­ 
ically, to correct the errors of neglect, and 
t te mistakes th at perm itted the delta of 
the river to be almost closed. 
This delta 
must be enlarged and the capacity of the 
river to discharge restored, w hile the chan­ 
nels must have treatm ent to enable them 
to do full duty in carrying the waters dis­ 
charged into them . 
The Alta says con­ 
cerning the Commission it is hoped Con­ 
gress will create for the consideration of 
the whole subject: 
This Commission is to consider a com pre­ 
hensive plan, covering th e m eandered stret.-hes 
of the San Joaquin and Sacram ento rivers, and 
w hen the schem e of im provem ent is decided 
upon it w ill go forward to speedy conclusion. 
Much m oney has been wasted bv the Govern­ 
m ent on these rivers by a p e ry , planless, retail 
m ethod, which has done more "harm than good. 
A little dredging has been done, and it has cost 
a gool deal of monev, and its effect has disap­ 
peared about as soon as th e dredger was re­ 
moved. 
Let a plan be reached th at com pre­ 
hends all the needs of the two stream s, and 
then let the m oney be appropriated at once, in 
a lum p sum, to effect it. 
But our contemporary is strongest in its 
well put claim th at this conservation of 
the rivers cf the State is not a local ques­ 
tion, but one that concerns all the people 
and every section of the commonwealth : 
The com m ittee w hich undertakes to present 
the case and urge action is sent on by the citi­ 
zens of the counties w hich border the rivers 
and need the transportation they furnish a* 
well as the proteeiion from overflow, which is a 
necessary result of im provem ent and defense of 
the channels. But the whole State is interested 
in the subject, and no citizen should neglect to 
give it w hat supjiort he can. 
We all w ant more 
people of enterprise and intelligence in Califor­ 
nia. 
We are trying onr best to induce them to 
com e. The greatest area open to them is in the 
valley of California, on either side of these 
stream s w hich at once drain am i irrigate th at 
valley, aud offer cheap transportation for its 
products. \\ hen a Commission is secured and 
its work begins, the action is a direct induce­ 
m ent to im m igration, and im m igration m ean- 
an increase in the production and wealth of the 
State 
We are m uch pleased that this move­ 
m ent is of a purely popular origin. 
No one 
went knocking at the state Treasury |for an ap­ 
propriation. I h e t»eop!e concerned have started 
ft in mo ion and have delegated th eir strongest 
representatives to promote its success. 
The 
m oney to send the com m ittee is a ll voluntarily 
contributed, aud its donation indicates a high 
order of public spirit in the countk- th at have 
joined in this effort. 
In past years the chief difficulty in 
securing proper consideration of the river 
question has been the erroneous im pres­ 
sion that has obtained that the m atter is 
lo cal; 
that it is not of State interest, and 
th at it not at all concerns the people of 
sections outside of the great valley of the 
State. 
Indeed, this impression one tim e 
so much prevailed, th at it developed into 
positive opposition to any recognition by 
the State of any interest whatever in the 
conservation of the chief section in it for 
the accommodation of population, and the 
developm ent of natural resources. 
Of 
course all such views are narrow and sel­ 
fish, and the doctrine th at each section 
must be held to the care of interests of the 
State w ithin it, is destructive of progress 
and at swords’-poims with the idea of 
State building. 
But in California broader 
and higher views now obtain, and we have 
come to understand th a t we all have a 
common interest in every part and section 
of the State, and th at what concerns the 
development of any one p art concerns the 
whole people.

Scarcely any other substance 
enters 
more im portantly into the economy of 
building than w hite lead. 
I t is essential 
th at pure w hite lead should be the base of 
paint that is intended to preserve and to 
endure. 
W hite lead therefore becomes so 
im portant an article of commerce that the 
trade in it runs up into millions, and it 
forms the staple of some of the largest 
business enterprises of the country. 
It 
appears th at the tem ptation to defraud in 
the manufacture of this article Is so great 
th at it has proved practically irresistible 
to a large number. 
As a result, we have 
the report of a num ber of chemists who 
have been looking into the m atter. 
They 
took sixteen brands, or samples, of so- 
called white-lead paints in the m arket, 
aud examined them 
thoroughly. 
Tiie 
Chicago Herald is authority for the follow­ 
ing statem ent of the resu lts: 
Of the sixteen samples, eight, or 50 per cent., 
contained no w hite lead at all; seven of these 
were m arked “pure guaranteed." 
"English 
w hite lead," ‘‘pure.’’ "pure lead,” "best and 
purest,” 
8100 rew ard if not ¡aire” and “ purest 
and best.’ 
In two only of the sam ples was 
there m ore th an 40 per cent, of w hite lead. One 
sam ple, m arked “pure guaranteed," contained 
a chem ical trace of lead, and another, m arked 
“pure,” contained b at 2.73 per cent. Each one 
of the sam ples was adulterated w ith sulphate of 
barium aud zinc w hite in proportions ot from 5 
to s6 per cent. Barium sulphate, the most com­ 
m on adulterant, is heavy, absolutely worthless 
as paint, and is w orth about one cent a pound. 
The cost of m aking such stuff is about 
60 a 
hundred pounds, w hile the w hite lead for 
w hich it is sold is worth 55 60 a hundred pounds, 
the tariff' being 3 cents a pound. Here is a profit 
of alm ost 259 per cent, over aud above an honest 
profit. 
Of course, as the Herald says, the con­ 
sumer of such stuff" is simply robbed, and 
as a result he loses uot only his money In 
the original painting of his house, but he 
is put to the cost, very soon, of doing the 
work all over again. 
There is no law by 
which those who put up these adulterated 
paints can be reached, but there should be 
some method of reaching them and all 
other frauds of th at order. 
A dulteration 
and deceit in the common goods of everv 
day use appear to be growing so great 
th at it is asserted by some statisticians 
th at seven-tenths of all the articles of food 
and household use commonly sold are im­ 
pure, not genuine, or badly adulterated. 
E arly in December a bill was introduced 
in Congress to prevent the adulteration of 
drugs, but we need laws a great deal more 
to prevent the adulteration of food, and 
next, to prevent the adulteration of com­ 
m ercial staples th a t enter into the indus­ 
trial arts. 


M r. Jam es Runcim an in the Fortnightly 
Revieic has done the literary world valu­ 
able service in showing by parallel pas­ 
sages, and by m atham atical exactness of 
proof th at H aggard, the sensational w riter, 
is a plagarist; either this, or there exists 
the most marvelous coincidence of two 
authors w riting the same thing—practi­ 
cally—th at has been known to the world.

Tr.ed long and severely, not only 
in A ustralia, but in E ngland, and now again in 
Am erica, there is no question rem aining of i s 
perfect adequacy. 
Mr. Black is in error, however, in say­ 
ing that we want the A ustralian ballot 
system just as it is. 
For this country it 
must be modified. 
For instance, the in­ 
dorsing and num bering of the ballots to 
correspond with the tally lists, will never 
do with us, because it makes record of just 
how a man votes—the very thing th at 
should be unrecorded and unknown except 
to the voter himself. 
So, too, we have no 
non-voting class to preside over our elec­ 
tions, and we want none. 
There are other 
modification- th at we must insist upon, 
but the central principle of the A ustralian 
system is right. 
There has been no better 
plan proposed for ballot reform than that 
of the Young Men’s Democratic League of 
San Francisco. 
U nder th at system the 
booth and the official ballot are retained, 
but a tag or corner w ith a perforated line 
on the ticket bears a num ber identical 
w ith the number on the stub from which 
the ticket is torn when delivered to the 
elector. 
W hen he returns to deposit the 
ballot, the Inspector, by the num ber on 
the tag, which is outermost when the bal­ 
lot is folded, identifies the ballot as having 
been issued by the Election Board, and the 
number, by reference to the poll-list, shows 
th at the elector is entitled to vote. 
The 
tag num ber is then torn off, and the ballot 
is cast, ail possibility of identifying it hav­ 
ing been destroyed. 
T hat system seems to 
us to be perfection, and far superior to the 
Massachusetts or Connecticut 
envelope 
systems. 


G o v e r n o r 
D a v id B. H ili., of New 
York, an embryo candidate for the Presi­ 
dency of the U nited States, notorious as 
the only Governor in the Union who has 
vetoed a ballot-reform bill, poses as the 
friend of the workingman, and deals in 
loud sounding phrases about his desire to 
have the secrecy of the ballot conserved. 
B ut this is how the workingmen of the 
chief city of his own State “put him up.” 
They held an immense mass meeting in 
Cooper Union the other night, and this is 
the resolution they unanimously adopted 
for the reading of Mr. H ill over his toast 
and coffee the next m orning: 
Resolved T hat we em phatically dem and the 
passage of the Saxton ballot-reform bill: th at 
we call upon the w orkingm en of the State to 
hold to strict accountability the Assernblvmen 
and Senators, aud also the" executive officers, 
irrespective of party, who oppose or attem pt to 
defeat or prevent th e said bill from becom ing a 
law. 


T h e propositions that the Emperor of 
Germany lays before the Labor Conven­ 
tion called at his request prove to be tame. 
There is nothing new in them , and noth­ 
ing th at demanded international confer­ 
ence. 
He asks th at Sunday labor, the 
employment of children of tender years, 
and the employment of m arried women, 
be taken up and discusser!, and finally th at 
the Convention resolve at w hat age persons 
should be perm itted to work in coal mines. 
A il these topics have some value, but not 
one of them is so im portant as to demand 
a Congress of Nations. 
Evidently the 
young Emperor is posing for effect only. 
W e venture the assertion that his Labor 
Congress will be a laughing stock and will 
come to naught.

Stanford on M oney. 
U nder this heading the New York Even­ 
ing Post of March 7th has the following 
editorial : 
Senator Stanford’s views on the money 
question are worthy the attention of every 
reader who is interested in the country's 
prosperity. 
His opinions are broad and 
statesmanlike, and are presented in clear, 
comprehensive, and readable shape. The 
subject has perhaps not been treated here­ 
tofore in so generous a m anner by any other 
official of the high standing of the senior 
Senator from California. 
Senator Stanford not only favors the free 
coinage of silver, but insists that it is the 
duty of the Government to issue currency 
upon land or property values, and to au­ 
thorize 
the 
establishment 
of national 
hanks, with power to put legal tendernotee 
in circulation upon such security. H e holds 
that land or town property having a fixed 
value may be used for currency “ with as 
much confluence as the paper obligations 
of Government or as the metals produced 
from mines.” The national currency he 
would thus provide would bear no interest, 
and he holds that it would have tor its first 
effect a quieting of all apprehensions of 
panic or financial disasters ‘ that are some­ 
times more bard to bear and more ruinous 
in their consequences than the resulting 
calamities.” 
The Senator's discussion of the interests 
of labor and capital, and of the mortgage- 
ridden farmers of the land forms an in ­ 
teresting feature of the plan he proposes.

E rs. R e c o r d U k i o s : It is open to donbt 
that ail the property-owners on L street, 
from Fifteenth to Twenty-eighth, are op­ 
posed to the contemplated improvements 
to be carried out by the city authorities. 
The undersigned was im portuned 
last 
week by several owners, as well as the man 
who solicited subscriptions against the im ­ 
provements, to sign the document handed 
in as a remonstrance. The writer owns 
lot 1. at Nineteenth and L streets, opposite 
the engine-house, and knew something 
about the street. Only last week there 
m ight nave been witnessed, not fifty feet 
from this engine-house, in front of the 
orphan asylum, two Chinamen, with shov­ 
els. digging out their wagon, the horses be­ 
ing unable to pull the vehicle out of the 
hole of sticky m ud. If a light wagon can 
be stalled it is possible to cause the same 
to a heavy fire-engine, possibly on its way 
to a big conflagration, and what then ? 
The inform ation given waa this: That 
ali property-holders on L street were op­ 
posed to the im provem ent, and that Judge 
Beatty would bring the m atter before the 
Trustees, and that Judge Beatty of San 
Francisco would come up also and speak 
against the m atter. 
W hen asked whether 
the people who put up large houses below 
the orphan asylum had signed the paper 
be answered that those fellows are “green­ 
horns,'' knowing very little about Sacra­ 
mento as yet. 
But, if ail property-hoiders are oppcsed 
to such im provem ents, bow is the city to 
advance generally ?” 
'Oh. 
he answered, “you w on't get any­ 
more rent for your houses, no m atter how 
the street is improved ?” 
This may be true, but yet can we keep 
step with the world when we vote down 
im provem ents which every well-regulated 
city most carry out ? On the contrary, we 
m ust take a back seat in this progressive 
age. 
The undersigned had advocated good 
streets, and, unlike some people who are 
loud enough when other people's pockets 
are to be tapped, nut when their own prop­ 
erty is taken in find various 
excuses 
against it, he does not wish to stand on 
record; providing, 
of 
course, surety is 
given that systematic and honest work 
will be carried out, and in such a way that 
the contractor does not grow rich out of it 
by one swoop along the line of trumped- 
up progress. 
It m ust be plain enough that iu our 
street 
improvements, as well as other 
necessary m atters, we m ust dive down into 
our own pockets and pay for it, for it is 
hardly possible that outside capital is so 
far infatuated that it will take up our 
street im provem ents or other most neces­ 
sary progress and work standing as safe­ 
guards for the city. 
It must be done—you cannot pass it 
aside, although postponed from day to day. 
It 
appears that 
complaints 
can 
be 
brought forward which cannot stand as a 
credit to our city authorities, and this is 
but one case. 
For instance the owner of a 
lot, one opposite the engine house, was or­ 
dered with others, about ten years ago on 
the south side of the block, to" lay down a 
sidewaik, and during all these years the 
north side of the block, owned by one per­ 
son, was left nnpaved. 
Last winter the 
m atter was taken up again, and the owner, 
by the city authorities, was given still for­ 
th r time, for now it signified a stone side­ 
walk and .arger expenses. 
The writer finds no fault with an ener­ 
getic citizen who has helped to build the 
city, yet it appears that some difference is 
made between the owner of one lot and 
the speculative owner of a whole block. 
►Remember ia this free country we expect, 
above all. like treatm ent, but is this serv­ 
ing a sm all fellow one way, and the big 
fellow a far more lenient way, the right 
way to mete out justice in street im prove­ 
ments ? 
If this city desires to advance, the author- 
oriiies mur-i assure honest, systematic and 
good work, carried out at the most reason­ 
able rates, and at the same tim e carry a 
little load ot the expense; for, if auy such 
public street .s properly improved, every 
m erchant and others doing business is 
probably more benefieted than the prop­ 
erty owner where the im provem ent is 
made. 
W hy, then, should not some of 
tne load, as a general tax, be placed upon 
their shoulders? 
There appears to be considerable differ­ 
ence h jw rea! estate is owned—whether it 
is a home, as safe investm ent for the fu­ 
ture, or for speculative purposes. 
The 
latter class iely almost entirely upon the 
first two in the advancement, and as gen­ 
erally they hold large portions they are 
opposed to any outlay of money excepting 
that has to be paid for taxes. 
If property 
rises they are on the safe side, but the ad­ 
vance in price and the improvements are 
seldom caused by such m en. 
It is hoped the new company organized 
will solve the street problem in Sacramento 
s o o n .

T h e B oard o f T rade W an ts th e W ork to 
be S tarted at O n ce. 
Now that Congress has finally passed the 
bill appropriating $300,000 for the erection 
of the proposed Government building in 
this city, there is a general desire on the 
part of citizens to have the work thereon 
commenced at the earliest possible m o­ 
m ent. The Board of Trade has prepared 
the following petition on the subject, which 
is being num erously signed, and a copy 
has already been forwarded by the Secre­ 
tary of the Board to Congressman Mc­ 
Kenna: 
The Sacram ento Board of Trade has directed 
m e to address you to exp: ess its appreciation 
for your good w ork in behail of Sacram ento and 
the interest of our State at large, and further to 
call your attention to tne urgent necessity that 
work should be com m enced with as little delay 
as possible upon the construction of the Govern­ 
m ent building th a t is to be erected here. 
The lot has been purchased aud paid for, and 
its present condition is an eyesore and detri- 
m eut to the city. 
The w inter w hich is just passing aw ay has 
been a severe one, aud the result is th at "there 
is a larger num ber of m echanics and laborers 
iu this city who are out of em ploym ent at this 
tim e than’there has been before a"t any tim e fur 
m any years. 
It is urged, that so lar as benefit is to be de­ 
rived from the furnishing of em ploym ent to 
the worthy, it is im probable th at a tim e ever 
w ill be presented more propitious th an the pn s­ 
ent, and the Beard of lre.de therefore respect­ 
fully urges you to lay the m atter before the 
proper L epartm ent aud see If they eaunot be in­ 
duced to direct th at work (hall be begun upon 
the Governm eut budding w ithout delay. If the 
uuexpended portion ol the appropriation is paid 
out to workrm u aud m echanics ot this city du r­ 
ing the year you m ay be assured it w ill be great 
relief to m any a fam ily th at m ay otherw ise be 
in very needy circum stances. 
It m ight be added, as you are well aw are, 
that the bin ding is actually required at this 
tim e for the use of the Governm ent officers 
here. 
1 lie Postoffice, Iuternal Revenue Office. United 
states Laud Office and Signal Service office pay 
in the aggregate m any hundreds of dollars per 
m outh rent, aud u ooue of them has proper or 
suitable accom m odations.

O fficers F ra n k s an d C h am b ers H a v e a 
L ively T u ssle W ith a iie g r o . 
Considerable excitement was caused last 
evening at Third and K streets, and a 
crowd of several hundred persons attracted 
to that spot by the struggles of a young 
colored man, named Ben Reed, in resisting 
arrest. Officers Franks and Chambers were 
walking along the street when they en­ 
countered Reed, for whom 
they were 
searching on suspicion of having comm it­ 
ted petit larceny. 
Franks stepped up to Reed and toid him 
to go with him to the Police Station. 
Reed 
fell otherwise inclined, however, and forci­ 
bly declared that he w ouldn't go. Then 
the trouble commenced. 
Both officers 
grabbed him , but the prisoner had deter­ 
m ined 
not 
to

conquered, 
and 
erappling 
with 
the 
officers 
fought 
desperately, throwing them down and 
striking and kicking with all his m ight. 
The shins of severai persons came in close 
proxim ity to him . and will bear evidence 
of his kicking qualities for some days to 
come. 
The struggle continued for several m in­ 
utes, when special officer Goode and a 
couple of citizens went to the assistance of 
the officers, and Reed was finally hand­ 
cuffed and taken to the City Prison. 
He 
wa3 perfectly sober, and for bis stubborn­ 
ness he was placed in one of the dark cells. 
A charge of petit larceny, and probably an­ 
other of resisting an officer, wili be placed 
against him. 
It is said that some parties in the crowd 
found a large carving-knife which the 
prisoner had dropped during the fight. The 
police believe that Reed is " a little off.”

R e p re s e n ta tiv e M en to T a k e T u rn s as 
th e S u p e rin te n d e n t.

Com is opera, says th e N ew Y'ork Star, 
is th e most popular form of stage perform ­ 
ance. 
Its era of p o p u larity began w ith 
th e advent of G ilb ert 
S ullivan's “P in ­ 
afore. 
It 
was opera w ith in th e com pre­ 
hension and thorough enjoym ent of those 
who liked m usic, but never knew of it as 
a science. 
It was pre-em inently amusing. 
It m ay be safely said th a t a vast m ajority 


of lovers of comic opera in its present 


popular form had th e ir introduction to so 
pleasant a friend th ro u g h “Pinafore.” 
T h e sudden advent aud p o p u larity of 
th is form of en tertain m en t created a great 
dem and for singers aud actors suitable to 
produce it. 
T hey w ere recruited from all 
q u arters. 
T h e “stan d ard E nglish opera 
com panies” supplied m any of th e p rin ci­ 
pals, and it was th e salvation of m any 
singers engaged in th at 
class of opera. 
B ut 
th e chief source 
of supply cam e 
w hence th e dem and was created by “ P in ­ 
afore.” 
Its sim plicity m ade it possible for 
am ateurs to give very creditable perform ­ 
ances of it, 
and m any a church-choir 
singer cau g h t th e stage fever. 
A large 
proportion of th e comic-o[>era singers of 
to-day w ere of th at cla-s, th e choruses 
especially. 
T h ere are no less th a n two thousand 
people now singing and acting in comic 
opera. 
T h e large com panies w hich are 
know n th ro u g h o u t th e country w ill easily 
com prise fifteen h u n d red people, aud th e 
perm anent com panies in cities aud th e 
sm aller ones in th e country m ake up th e 
rem ainder. 
T he life of th e eom ic-opera 
singer is but little know n to th e public 
generally. 
As to a p rin cip al singer or a 
com edian th e public reads some things 
w hich are tru e and m any m ore w hich are 
not tru e concerning th e ir professional jeal­ 
ousies aud private affairs. 
T he great tile 
of th e arm y, th e chorus, is rarely heard 
from , save as th e object of som e jest as to 
th e ir age, or in some o th er equally sillv 
allusion to th e ir flirtations w ith th e dudes. 
P erhaps a m ajority began singing in th e 
village choir, and since “P inafore,” th e ir 
friends secure for them a h earin g from 
some m anager of a trav elin g com pany. 
E very tow n and village has its prim a 
donna, who is believed by h er neighbors 
to be an incipient P a tti. 
T h e m anager 
hears her, and if she com bines a 
know l­ 
edge of m usic w ith strong features and 
a good figure, he com plim ents her, h old­ 
ing out th e g litterin g bauble of public 
applause— but his com pany L already fall, 
be m ight find room for h er iu th e chorus 
at a chorus g irl's salary. 
S he accents, and 
th e re she stays, o r else works out by slow 
degrees. 
I f she appeals to th e m anager of 
a sm all com pany, or w hat is com m only 
called a “ ten-cent” opera com pany, a little 
less voice and a little m ore figure suffices. 
T he chorus g irl receives a saiary v ary in g 
w ith 
th e ch aracter of th e com pany in 
w hich she is engaged. 
T iie first-class com panies 
pay 
th e ir 
chorus girls from -51-5 to £25 a week w hile 
“oil th e road.” and about $3 less when they 
are stationed in one city for four weeks or 
m ore. 
T he girl has to buy out of it is her 
board and clothe- and occasional m edicines 
aad luxuries. 
It is a common th in g for 
th ree or four girls to club to g eth er for th e 
season. 
W hen th ey reach a city in w hich 
th ey stay a week or m ore th ey te n t a furl 
nished room, containing two beds, aud 
w ith th e ir portable oil stove and cooking 
utensils th ey prepare th e ir own m eals. Iu 
th is w ay they som etim es live for $2 50 or 
$3 a week. 
W hen playing in towns less 
th an a week th ey go to cheap hotel-, rarely 
paying m ore th a n SI 50 per day, and m ore 
frequently paying 81. 
If th ey have a long 
trip to m ake th ey usually tak e possession 
of au ordinary coach and dextrously tran s­ 
form it into a sort of sleeping car. 
T hey 
in u re them selves to th e discom forts of 
trav elin g , cheap boarding houses and the 
like for th e sake of a com paratively sm all 
salary. 
A lm ost w ithout exception th e re 
is some oue a t hom e aw aiting th e sav­ 
ings effected. 
T h e oue feature of th e w ork of th e chorus 
g irl th a t seems to be th e hardest is th e p u t­ 
ting on and tak in g off' of costumes. 
T hey 
are frequently oblige! to dress in sm all, 
ho t rooms, aud how th ey can em erge from 
them in a glow of heat in bare arm s and neck 
and th e th in covering of tights, and rush 
upon th e stage, w here th ere is inv ariab ly 
a d ra u g h t of a ir from some direction, and 
th en sing and m arch and stand, and do so 
w ithout contracting pneum onia, is past u n ­ 
derstanding. 
R ehearsals of th e chorus are frequent. 
It is only by constant rehearsals th a t th e 
chorus g irl can be disciplined. 
N early 
every comic opera com pany introduces a 
m arch. 
T iie precision of m ovem ent show n 
by th e choru- girls in accom tdishing th e 
in tricate m arch m ovem ents is only ob­ 
tained by ineessani. rehearsals and rigid 
discipline. 
T he stage m anager wiil detect 
th e slightest deviation from proper alig n ­ 
m ent, and usually th a t m eans an o th er re­ 
hearsal, and th e rehearsal m eans an hour 
o r m ore and m iles of trav el in a cold, dark 
th ea te r in th e m orning hours, w hen a com ­ 
fortable bed is very wooing. 
E ach girl is 
th u s m ade to hold all th e others responsi­ 
ble. 
“On th e road” she arises, w hen located 
for more th an a day, about 9 in th e m orn­ 
ing. 
A n hour is consum ed in dressing and 
breakfast. 
T hen she goes to see if she lias 
any m ail. A t 10 o’clock th ere is rehearsal, 
¡-«lie is expected to be prepared, if a new 
opera i- to be produced, to sing at least a 
p art of the choruses. 
W hen tiie words 
and uiuffe are learned th e positions and 
business m ust be acquired. 
A ccording to 
size or good looks she i- assigned h er posi­ 
tion iu th e ran k s,an d w hich she m aintains 
th roughout th e season, no m atter w hat 
m ovem ents m ay be gone thro u g h . 
A t 1 
o'clock a recess is taken for d inner. 
If 
th ere i- no rehearsal in the afternoon she 
can devote h er tim e to study, shopping, 
sight-seeing or as she pleases. 
A few m in­ 
utes after 7 o'clock finds 
her in h er dress­ 
ing-rooms. 
T hen follows th e perform ance. 
I It is im possible to give th e d etails of the 
1 business she has w ith th e costum er and 
! m i-trcs- of the w ardrobe. 
T h e perform ­ 
' anee over she m ust re tu rn h e r w ardrobe 
; and properties and report any dam age done 
j to eith er. 
A ttirin g for th e street she 
| leaves th e th eater, first stopping to look at 
; th e bnlietiu-board to see if rehearsals are 
| called for on th e m rrow, and to have a 
i last look a t th e m ail box. 
As a rule tlie chorus girl is expected to 
; find on ly a slight portion o f th e costum es 
worn. 
In th e lan zercem p an iesev ery th in g 
. i- furnished by tlie m anager. O f course, if 
; the girl's n atu ral figure needs artificial lui- 
; provem ent, she usually owns w hatever is 
tiecessarv in th a t direction. 
A ll of them 


own th e pow der and grease-paint used to 
b rig h ten th e ir com plexions. 
T he chorus 
g irl is not allow ed to add or d etract from 
h e r costum e or appearance 
w ithout first 
consulting th e m anager or his represent­ 
atives, and m any a b itte r tear of disap­ 
pointm ent ha- been shed by girls who 
have spent w eary hours of labor in m aking 
som e adornm ent w hich she is ordered to 
renounce. 
M ost cruel of all to h er is th a t 
th e flow of tears is suddenly checked i.v an 
om inous th rea t of a fine, w hich w ill he 
taken out of h er sm all salary by th e stage 
m anager if she allows h er g rief to m ar th e 
appearance of h e r eyes or face. 
T he stage 
m anager justifies him self by statin g th a t 
th e m ore th e g irl is condoled w ith the 
longer w ill she crv and th e worse she will 
feel. 
' 
It is by a rigid system of fines th a t th e 
chorus g irl 
is k ept 
u n d er 
discipline. 
F ines are 
scarcely ever 
over 
81 
for 
triv ia l infractions, but a dollar is a dollar 
to a chorus g irl, and few of them have a 
dollar to spare. 
P erh ap s tu e most diffi­ 
cult ru le th e stage m anager ha- to enforce 
is th a t w hich prevails in all com panies 
w ith o u t exception, w hich absolutely pro­ 
h ib its th e recognition o f anyoue, no m at­ 
ter w ho, across 
th e 
footlights. 
T he 
chorus g irl is oftentim e- sorely tem pted to 
bestow a glance o r a suiile upon some re la­ 
tive or friend in th e audience, and she 
frequently does so slyly, b ut if it should 
be detected, th e fine is imposed. 
T h e comic opera chorus girl works hard, 
is deprived of nearly all th e dom estic 
com forts d ear to th e fem inine h eart, and 
h er work, after th e first glam or of stage 
life is dispelled by th e strange lig h t of 
necessity and h ard work, is for m oney for 
th e im m ediate use of h er fam ily or h e r­ 
self, or to g ratify au am bition w hich seeks 
to enable 
h er to step from th e ran k s of 
th e chorus to w here as a principal o r star 
she can earn th a t sh are o f public favor 
aud its su b stan tial rew ard w hich sh e soon 
learns she can never get as a chorus girl.
